BASEBALL MAGNATES 
FACE KNOTTY PROBLEM 


New York, Oct. 3.—Major league 
baseball magnates face a knotty prob- 
lem at the coming annual meetings 
when they will be called upon to de- 
cide the status of the player at pres- 
ent' under contract or reserve. 
Very 
few of the club owners hold the opin- 
ion, apparently, that it will be pos- 
sible to resume league operations next 
spring. If such proves to be the case 
and there are few indications to the 
contrary, it would appear that the ma- 
jority of players who figured in the 
1918 pennant races will not receive 
contracts during the early months of 
next year. 
According- to the present system it 
is mandatory upon the clubs to renew 
their options or reserve clause upon 
players noC later than Jan. 1 each 
year arid to follow this 
action 
by 
mailing contracts to ths players 'not 
later than Feb. 11. It is 'extremely- 
doubtful if this procedure will be fol- 
lowed in 1919. 
Under the ordinary 
ruling a player who did not receive 
his contract by March 1 would become 
a free agent and upon the resumption 
of big league baseball would be in a 
position to sell his services 
to 
the 


highest bidder. 
It is understood, however, that tne 
magnates will hold that the business 
of baseball was suspended under .in- 
structions from the government and 
since the right to operate was beyond 
their control all contracts and legal 
phases are suspended . automatically. 
Under this construction the contract 
of the player carries over'until such 
time as the government gives consent 
for a renewal of tire business of base- 
ball 
This if the professional leagues 
do not resume until 1920 the year 
1-910 would be considered as non ex- 
istant in so far as it might effect a 
player's contract. 
There is still another angle to the 
proposition which involves the mag- 
nates and the two major leagues as 
individuals and co-operating- business 
organizations. 
It might be held to 
be within th«ir rights to refuse-to ne- 
gotiate with or for the services of a 
player who, previous to the suspension 
of the game, was the property of an- 
other club. 
1C such action were gen- 
erally adopted the player, would be 
oblig-ed to report back to his original 
club for a renewal of hit,' contract or 
a releas'e, if he desired- to re-enter 
play in either of the big'leagues.
